Sixth grade students in Amy 
Kidd-Shoenbach’s language 
arts class decided to show their 
stuff recently.

Toshiba hopes to use ideas 
from kids in their future tech- 
nology.

All 
winners will also receive a 
four-day ceremony in 
Washington D.C. as well as 
digital cameras.
